Upon evidence 
which cannot be controverted, and which 
was historic in ¢haracter, he was convicted, 
dismissed from the army, and incapacitated 
from any further service to the country, in- 
stead of being shot, which was the only pen- 
alty that would have m reparation for 
the most infamous off known to the 
army. No amount of quibbling, no techni- 
calities, no excuses, no discussions or 
speeches can cover up the conclusion that 
Pope’s army was defeated through Fitz John 
Porter’s refusal to promptly support him 
when ordered, and his determination that 
the Rebels should be victorious rather than 
that Pope, whom he hated, should win the 
battle. 

The legal points were as ‘satisfactorily set- 
tled by Senators Logan and Carpenter as the 
military. The'pending bill flew directly in 
the face of the Constitution, the law, and all 
the rules of war. It authorized the President 
to annul and set aside a sentence of court- 
martial already approved and carried into 
execution, which the Supreme Court has de- 
cided cannot be done. It authorized the 
President to restore Porter to the army, with 
all de rights, and privileges, and pay he 
would have had if there had been no court- 
martial, when the Revised Statutes declare 
expressly that no officer dismissed.from the 
army by general court-martial shall ever be 
restored to the military service except by a 
reappointment confirmed by the Senate, the 
only lawful method of reinstatement being 
that of pardon and subsequent appointment. 
Even conceding the point made by the Board 
of Inquiry, that a corps commander has a 
certain amount of discretion in executing 
orders, where this discretion is exercised 
and a battle is lost by it, and the hatred and 
bad animus towards his superiors are shown 
beyond all cavil,is this a reason for reinstat- 
ing Fitz Johfi Porter, rewarding him and 
bolding him up to popular admiration 
discretion, 


The speeches of Logan and Carpenter set- 
ted these points conclusively. In reply, the

Senator Jones, of Florida, approved of Por- 
ter’s course the same disloyal reasons, 
and it was not remarkable that he, too, should 
feel grateful for any assistance given to the 
Rebels by Northern treachery.

RAILROAD LOBBYING IN NEW YORK. 


unblushing extortions and the most flagrant | 
discriminations. Merely as samples of the 
common injustice of the railroads to the public | 
it may be stated that 6,000 instances were dis- 


covered in the transactions of the New Tork 


Central alone where special rates had been 

given, and a like proportion in the business 
of the other roads. Secrecy is made a con- 
dition of all these special contracts; so every 
man who pays the tariff rate and many of 

those who think they are favored by a special 
tate suffer from discrimination. Discrimi- 
nation has been generally practiced against 
locahties as well as individual shippers. 

There was evidence that a man could ship 
goods from Rochester to New York, and 
there reship them to Cincinnati via Reches- 
ter at less cost than he could ship direct from 
Rochester to Cincinnati, At a time when 
flour was carried from Milwaukee to New 
York at a public rate of 36 cents and at a cut 
rate of 20 cents, the rate from Rochester to 
New York was 30 cents. These are merely 
haphazard illustrations of the abuses dis- 
covered by the Hepburn Committee.

THE CHANGE-OF-VENUE SYSTEM. 
The law of this State in the matter of 


and is an encouragement to perjury and 
fraud on justice. The law is exceedingly 
sweeping and reckless in its provisions. 
If the applicant file the affidavits of “two rep- 
utable citizens, not of kin or counsel” to 
the applicant, alleging that they “believe” 
the Judge to be so ‘prejudiced against. the 
accused that he cannot have a fair trial, then 
the change of venue must be granted. The 
truth or falsity of the affidavits cannot be 
questioned on this matter of the change of 
venue. How far the truth of the affidavits 
can be questioned or investigated otherwise 
we do not know, but suppose that if the 
swearing be false the persons taking the oath 
may be prosecuted for perjury. The facility 
for change of venue afforded by the law is 
unrestricted, and, until the lawis changed, 
there is no remedy for that evil. 

In arecent case, a man charged with mur- 
der filed the Statutory affidavits charging 
prejudice against seven of the eight Judges 
of this circuit; the other Judge was known 
to be otherwise engaged, and could not hear 
the case. This was wholesale swearing. In 
a more recent case, a man charged with be- 
ing one of a gang committing a robbery filed 
the affidavits of two workmen employed in a 
shoe factory, charging that they “ believed” 
Judge Jameson to be prejudiced against the 
prisoner. The affiants, when questioned by 
a reporter as to the grounds of their belief, 
or their acquaintance with the prischer, re- 
fused to answer any ot the questions upon 
the advice of the prisoner’s counsel. 

The affidavits, following the words of the 
statute, allege that the affiants “ believe” the 
Judge to be prejudiced, and while this bare 
assertion may be sufficient to entitle the pris- 
oner to a change of venue, is that the end of 
it? Does not the legal act of making an affi- 
davit as the foundation for a proceeding by 
a Court carry with it the implication that the 
affidavit must be truthful? When a man 
voluntarily swears, as a disinterested citizen, 
for the purpose of having the trial of a pris- 
oner taken from one, Judge and given to an- 
other, that the Court is so prejudiced against 
the accused that he cannot have a fair trial, 
is there no implication of law that if that 
oath be falsely made the afflant may be pun- 
ished as in other cases of false swearing? 
It is true the law requires only that the affi- 
ant shall say he “believes” the Judge 
to be prejudiced, and that belief 18 
one of those thin, gauzy, shadowy 
things to which substance is wholly 
unnecessary; and that, if a lawyer tells A 
and B that a Judge is prejudiced against C, 
that then A and B can conscientiously under 
the statute swear that they believe“ the 
Court is prejudiced. 

Whether a Grand Jury can indict a man 
for swearing to a lie, that he believes“ a 
Court to be prejudiced, and whether the 
man reasserting his belief could be con- 
victed of false swearing, is a case for the 
courts to determine. There is no question 
that in a large majority of the cases of this 
kind, perhaps 99 out of every 100, these 
affidavits are notoriously and unquestionably 
false and perjared statements. They are 
made by chunis and confederates or for a 


of shyster lawyers in this city who 
will. procure. for any thief or burglar 
change of venue affidavits for a fee, 
to be divided with the false swearers. 
The change-of-venue law was purposely 
made loose by the lawyers that framed 
and passed it, for the express purpose of 
enabling them to let guilty men escape. All 
our criminal laws that are defective, or 
operate badly against justice, are the work 
of lawyers, in and out of the Legislature, 
who well knew what they were about, and 
understood themselves while making loop- 
holes for the benefit of felons who could fee 
them. : 
Whatever may be the facts, it is certain 
that the law regulating change of venue fs 
daily and grossly abused; that it has become 
a part of the shyster’s defense of criminals: 
that itis resorted to as a means to defeat 
justice, and that it gives employment toa 
new profession of false swearers. Hence 
the necessity of having the law changed to 
defeat this dishonest. and scandalous abuse 
of a legal privilege. In the meantime, if 
there be law enough to bring the persons 
guilty of false swearing in these applications 
for change of venue within the ‘reach of in- 
dictment and conviction, the ends of justice 
will be promoted and a succession of great 
crimes averted.

MATTERS AT DETROIT. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Dernorr, March II.— As was the case last 
season, low water promises to be the rule this 
year. At present the water in the Detroit 
River is at a lower stage by considerable than 
was the average in 1879. This will be a warning 
to vessel-masters to beware of the Lime-Kiln 
Crossing and the shoots near Peche Island, 
above Detroit. It is understood that the 
transportation lines will continue the signals 
erected above the Lime-Kilins last fall, and, to 
assist vessels over Peche Isle Shoals, Capt. J. W. 
Westcott will locate and anchor a lightship at 
an advantageous place, and will also continue 
his range-lights at the head of the Detroit 
River. 

But little is said about wrecking, though it is 
understood that most of the prominent tug- 
owners will perfect arrangements to assist craft 
in distress. Capt. J. W. Westcott, the well- 
known marine reporter, will also possess facili- 
ties to that end. Whether the Canada Wrecking 
Company have awakened yet does not appear, 
for no demonstration has been made, and, there- 
fore, nothing is known of its intentions. 

Regarding rates on grain and lumber, no 
charters are mentioned save that of the schr 
John O'Neil, which came here from Cleveland a 
couple of weeks ago and loaded wheat on stor- 
age until navigadon opens, then to take it to 
Buffalo at e. There are about 690,000 bu of 
wheat afloat here, all of which will probably be 
sent to Buffalo at rates fixed cariy in the win- 
ter. The elevator facilities here are being en- 
larged to the extent of 150,000 bu capacity, and 
there is some talk of building another large 
elevator. 

The various steamer lines centering here have 
received their full share of attention. The 
Cleveland stmrs City of Detroit and Northwest 
come out in good trim and under command of 
their old masters, The Star Line stmrs Sagi- 
naw, Evening Star, and Milton D. Ward have 
undergone thorough repairs, and in some re- 
spects extensive alterations. The Cleveland 
steamers have already commenced their sca- 
son's work, and the Star Line boats will start 
out on March 16. Thé latter will run to Port 
Hope. except the Even Star, which will make 

lly trips between Detroit and Port Huron. 

It is stated that the stmr Pearl will run on the 
Mackinac route in connection with the stmr 
Marine City and prop St. Paul. 

Boats commenced runni between Wallace- 
burg, Dresden, and Detroit last Wednesday.

THE THOMAS HEIRS CLAIM IT AND OTHER PROP- 
Err. 


Yesterday, in the Circuit Court, there was 
commenced a suit, the origin of which invoives 
a story almost the parallel of Eugene Sue’s nar- 
rative in the Wandering Jew,’ concerning a 
large numbDer of heirs to a vast estate, who were 
scattered over the face of the earth, from Sibe- 
ria to the East Indies, and were ultimately 
brought together on a certain day. 

The modern tale grows, out of a suit of eject- 
ment brought to recover the whole tract of land 
now known as Jefferson Park, bounded on the 


north by Monroe street, on the east by Throop, 
on the south by Adams, and on the west Db 
Loomis. T t was brought by Richard F. 
Thomas, one of seven heirs to the estate 
of Jesse B. Thomas, deceased. His suit is to re- 
cover from the city one-seventh | of the 
tract of land, or about one acre, and the case is 
in the hands of Williata H. and Wesley Sisson, 
attorneys. The grounds upon which the actions 
are are as follows: 

Jesse B. Thomas, formerly a Judge in the 
ecurts of Cook County, died in this city about 
the year 1850. He was at the time of his death 
the owner of a considerable tract of land in and 
about the City of Chicago, and Levi D. 
Boone was appointed his administrator. 
The estate was administered pee in the 
County Court, and the city derived its title 
to what is now Jefferson Park, from a purchase 
made at an Administrator's sale of the property 
by L. D. Broone, Administrator, which sale was 
held in the latter part of the year 1880. It is 
now claimed that the sale was made without 
warrant of law or due authority from the 
County Court, so that no title was passed, as by 
the Revised Statutes of 1845, which wers in force 
at that time, the Circuit Court of Cook County

to pay debts upon a deficiency in the personality 
of the estate. 

These actions were about to be commenced at 
the time of the great fire,and were delayed on 
account of the loss of important papers, copies 
of which have been but recently obtained again.

The culture of clover has largely increased in 
late years in the older section of the Northwest. 
The Clover Leaf of South Bend, Ind., - paper 
devoted to this interest,—says clover is very 
valuable asa manure for exhausted soils. It is 
extensively used as a rotation crop with wheat, 
corn, ete., with excellent results. Two bushels 
of seed per acre may be regarded a full crop, 
perhaps above the average, in addition to which 
is the yield of the hay, which may be placed at 
two tons. Aside from its fertilizing powers and 
worth as pasturage, the crop has been found to be 
a profitable one to raise, the value of the hay 
and seed being at present about $30.00@35.00 per 
acre. The first growth of the red clover fur- 
nishes the hay, and the second, which is ready to 
gather about ten weeks afterwards, gives the 
seed. 

It was reported yesterday that the Rock Island 
elevators are allowing a rebate of le per bu on 
storage of corn shipped from those houses. This 
only allows ec storage on corn taken out within 
ten days from the time it is placed in store. It 
was also that an equally liberal rebate 
is made in the Galena, and somewhat less al- 
lowed on corn shipped from other houses. This 
will accountfor the difference in the prices 
which shippers were willing to pay for corn, ac- 
cording to location.
